BRITISH ATROCITIES IN JAPAN. 


“Tue Desrruction or Kacostma,” is the title 
of a truthful and powerful pamphlet, sent to us 
by the kindness of our London Correspondent, 
detailing the outrages of the British in the recent 
bombardment and burning of one of the chief 
cities of Japan. The pamphlet is by Henry 
Riewarp, and carries its weight in its facts, in 
the revelation of the nature of the intercourse 
between Great Britain and the nation so barbar- 
ously treated. Our correspondent reviews the 
subject with great vigor, in an article from his 
own pen, Which we present to our readers. We 
wish wo had room for the reprinting of the 
whole of the interesting and unanswerable re- 
buke and remonstrance of the national wicked- 
ness by Mr. Richards. Rev. Mr. Binney has also 
taken the same subject in hand, and preached a 
sermon in regard to it, in his own pulpit, which 
is warmly praised by the editor of the London 
Morning Star. 

That our readers may the better understand, 
and appreciate the comments of our correspon- 
dent, we introduce a brief outline, in part, of the 
facts narrated by Mr. Richard. 

The British Government, it seems, had dictat-

ishment of the murderers, and a pecuniary in- 
| demmnity for the murdered man, directly on him- | 
| self, and made war upon Atm, and engaged his | 
batteries, and sunk Ais Rteamers, and burnt his 
capital and palace on our own account, and not 
as agents or allies of the Tycoon. Yet, 
at the same time that Karl Russell orders this 
special deraand, and this special retaliation upon | 
‘the Daimio Sutsama, on the ground that the Ty- | 
coou could neither punish nor control him, he 
also demands from the said Tycoon, an apology | 
and £100,000 fine, for an outrage which he re- 
gretted, did not commit or permit, and could 
not punish nor avenge.” 


Be that as it may, the Government of the Ty- 
coon conceded all that was required. They 
made the apology, and they paid the £100,000 
into the hands ot our Charge d’Affaires. Then 
our officials proceeded to deal with the Prince 
of Satsuma. 


Now for the manner in which British ven- 


geance was wreaked. 


A few weeks ago, the English public was star- 

tled with the intelligence, conveyed by the elec- 

tric wires, that in Japan, with which country we 
had opened commercial intercourse only four 
years ago, a British squadron had just been bom- 
barding, untii it had utter) destroyed, the city 
of Kagosima, witb a population of 180,000 souls. 
“The whole town is in flames,” “the city is one 
mass of ruins,’ were the words of the men who 
were the agents in this exploit. For a time, ev- 
erybody hoped that there was some error or ex- 
aggeration in this fearful telegraphic message. 

But we were soon undeceived. After a brief 
interval, the official despatches from Lieut.-Col. 
Neale, the British Charge d’Affaires in Japan, 
and Vice-Admiral Kuper, commanding the naval 
equadron on the oecasion, detailing the whole 
transaction in extenso, were published in the 
London Gazette. The former says, writing to 
Lord Russell, that “the capital of Prince Satsuma 
is in ashes, his foundries destroyed, and his 
steamers burnt.” But the latter enters more 
into particulars. The bombardment continued 
for two days. At the end of the first day's oper- 
ations, Admiral Kuper says, “One-half of the town 
was in flames, and entirely destroyed, a8 well as a 
very extensive arsenal or factory and gun foun- 
dry, and five large Loo-Cheu junks, the property 
of the Prince, in addition to the three steamers 
already described.” But, not satisfied with this 
terrible havoc, the Admiral renewed the work 
on the following day. While the town was still 
blazing fiercely with the fire he had kindled the 
day before, he “took advantage of the occasion 
to shell the palace of the prince in Kagosima.

INCIDENTS FROM THE ARMY, 


BY REV. W. PERKINS. 


[Continued ' 
In passing, some time since, from Vulaski to 
Nashville, I Spent the night at Columbia, about 
half way. Here, from one or two aged colored 
people, and from the lips of the sufferer herself, 
I learned a tale of woe seldom surpassed. The 
victim was a girl, nearly white. From the age of 
13 to 17, she had been beaten by her mistress al 
most daily,and at times lashed by her master, 
at the instance of his wife, till weeks of rest 
were necessary to enable her to work. Finally 
she ran off, and concealed herself in woods, corn- 
fields, brush and caves. At last, the storms of 
Autumn set in,and she sought, one Sabbath morn- 
ing, Shelter in a corn crib. Here, one of the chiy 
alric Southern gentlemen scented her out and re- 
turned her to the master. After a terrible beat- 
ing, he ordered his blacksmith to chain ber ancles 
closely together, leaving many feet of the heavy 
links for the poor creature to carry. Worn down 
by this galling load,she overheard, one Sabbath 
evening, a threat that the next morning she 
should be whipped more dreadfully thanfever ; 
aud lying awake till 10 o'cleas, she crept from 
her wretched blanket through the door, and once 
more into the storm and woods. Walking as fast 
ag possible with her manacles, she made | 1-4 
Tniles by daylight iuto the quarters of a neighbor 
ing slaveholder, who, from pity it would seem 
removed her chain and concealed her for weeks— 
forcing her, as she says, in the meantime, to yield 
to his lasts, and she is now nursing a child of 
which he is the father. On her ancles are still the 
marks of the heavy chain! Who can wonder that 
Justice is now baptizing a land thus guilty, in the 
blood of the criminals ? 
Columbia is the old residence of President

Nashville is one of the most unpleasant cities, 
North or South and sidewalks are 
narrow, often muddy, and always rough.

days, wood sold for from 15 to 20 dollars per 
Coal could only be obtained by CGovern- 
ment officials. The poor people, white and col 
ored suffer, especially as employment for women 
is scarce. Among others, I listened to the simple 
words of a colored youth, who used the Christmus 
holidays as an occasion to take refuge from his 
mistress. So nearly as I can remember I repro- 
duce his words. 

For five years, he said, he “ had supported de 
old lady and her daughters. 1 plowed,’ said he, 
“all de corn, raised all de hogs, and de mules and 
de cows, cut and hauled al] de wood, killed all 
de pork, and nearly made all de fires, and de stin- 
gy old lady neber give me the snapping of her 
finger. One time | had made a bread tray, and 
just before dey all set down to breakfast one 
mornin’, I took it up, and stepped ober to a neigh- 
bors to sell it. When I got back dey was hardly 
done der brekfast. De old lady axe me where | 
ben, I tells her jest ober to sell de tray. I see at 
once de bery debbilin her eye. Purty soon she 
sent me in de old kitchen to shell corn. Den she 
come in, with her gals, and struck me ober de 
eyes wid aclub. Arter being knocked out 0 my 
senses, I came too, an’ catch her hands. ‘Den de 
gals ran in, an’ catched me on bote sides, an’ 
pulled me down, au’ de whole tree, it scemed to 
me, piled on me. DenI rose and slinged dem 
off; an’ for a half hour, I tussled wid dem wo- 
men, till dey found I was not gwine to let dem 
whip me. Den de old lady sent off, for a fellow 
dat come, an’ I jest drew de hatchet to split his 
head, if he touched me. Den he ’suaded me to 
go out wid him, and told me he would buy me, 
if I would jest tell de old lady dat he whipt me.

Some have been forced to regard the Old 
Testament as antiquated, others as absolutely re- 
pealed by ‘the Saviour; while some believe in 
neither, because they know slavery is criminal, 
and every book false which sanctions it. 
Of all the joy I have ever witnessed among 1u- 
diences, that of the colored people is the greatest, 
under a fair honest anti-slavery exposition of 
scripture. It is indeed a luxury to thus preach to 
such a people.

The hints which we have thrown out in refer 
ence to the opportunity now presented, and the 
expediency and necessity of an amendment of the 
constitution providing for the complete and per 
manent abolition of slavery throughout the Uni- 
ted States, appear to be running like wildiire 
among the politicians of all parties 

Mr. Senator Sumner, for instance, abandoning 
his original disorganizing and destructive pro- 
gramme, involving the reduction of the rebellious 
States to the condition of one vast wild territory, 
lias just come out with the emphatic declaration 
that no half-way tinkering devices for the remoy- 
ul of slavery will avail, but that “the constitution 
itself must be so amended as to prohibit slavery 
everywhere within the limits of the republic— 
placing universal emancipation under the sanc 
tion of the coustitution—so that freedom shall be 
engraved on every foot of the national soil.” 
This is an important step in the right direction 
on the part of Senator Sumner. In returning to 
the ark of the constitution we are disposed to 
vive him all the benefits of President Lincoln's 
Lrrisie vty 

Dut, again, it appears that at an emancipation 
meeting in Washington the other night, that dis 
tinguished conservative leader of Maryland, Sen- 
ator Reverdy Johnson, “not only denounced sla- 
very as the cause of the sebellivu, vuc veclared 
that the constitution must be so amended as to 
remove all national recognition of the evil,”

forcrime. We protest against any repetition, at 
this late day, of this “compromise and conces 
sion,” as it would now be claimed to be, and es- 
pecially against its insertion in the Constitution, 
Which, up to this hour, is unpollated hy any 
thing of that character 

We therefore respectfully suggest to Con- 
gress a substitute covering more completely the 
whole ground, and free from the above mentioned 
objeetion 

“No person shall be deprived of life, liberty, o 
property, without due process of law. 

Should they chance, in the course of their in 
vestigations, to stumble upon this very elause, in 
the Constitution as it now stands, they would do 
well to notice whether it be not an amendment to 
the original document, and whether it does not, 
under well known rules of interpretation, explain. 
modify, or displace whatever, in the original 
Constitution might seem to conflict or in reality 
contliet with it ? 

Should they reach an affirmative answer to this 
question, they wonld do well to consider two 
others im 

1. Does the Constitution, as it now stands, need 
any farther amendment, in order to its contain 
ing & fulland unambiguous prohibition of slavery, 
or in order to its clothing Congress with full 
power to enforce the prohibition? In the exami 
nation of this question let them notice that the 
Constitution says—*No State shall piss any bills 
“of attainder, er post faeto laws, or laws impair- 
“ing the obligation of contracts” —three explicit 
“denials of the *State Righv? of maintaining sla 
“very, in one sentenee.—Let them then read 
* further.—*The United States shall guarantee to 
“every state State in the Union a Republican 
“form of Government” —and still further —“This 
“Constitution and the luws of the United States 
“which shall be made in in pursuance thereof, 
* shall be the supreme law of the land ; and the 
“the judges in every State shall be bound there- 
“hy, anything in the Constitution or laws of any 
“State to the contrary notwithstanding.” And 
let them remember that the Constitution was 
formed “to establish justice, insure domestic tran- 
“ quility, provide for the common defence, pro- 
“mote the general welfare, and secure the bless. 
«Ings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity.” 

9. Let the Judiciary Committee next inquire, 

what would he the legal effeet of adding their 
proposed amendment to the previous amendment 
already cited, and which we have suggested as a 
substitute. 
If that amendment and all other amendments 
do modify, explain, or displace whatever in the 
previously existing instrument may seem to be or 
may really be inconsistent with the newest amend- 
ment, would not the amendment now proposed, 
if adopted, have that controlling power over the 
previous amendment concerning “due process of 
law” and over the other safeguards of personal 
freedmen and afiirmations of Federal power 
which we have cited?) And would not the effect 
be, either to modify, explain, or displace or drag 
them down to its own low level, leaving us noth- 
ing but its equivocal, ambiguous, and virtually 
evasive provision, instead of the clear, unequivo- 
eal and substantial guaranties of freedom that we 
now have’ Such we conscientiously believe to 
be the fact, and hence we protest earnestly, 
against its adoption by Congress.

HISTORY OF THE DISCOVERY OF 
PETROLEUM. 
It is one of the most remarkable things cen- 
nected with the immense trade suddenly spring: 
ing up from the distillation of our coal oil, 
that, while the existence of oil springs has 
been known from the most remote antiquity, 
the knowledge should never have been turned 
to any great practical purposes until our own 
times. Nothing will show more completely 
the value of that sort of practical education 
and intelligence which is common in America 
than this simple fact. Here is a substance 
which the oldest naturalists of the world, such 
as Pliny, have written upon, which ‘Tacitus 
wud Vitravius have both mentioned, yet never 
turned to any practical utility of moment until 
within a few years, by a gentleman (Colonel 
Drake) from Connecticut, the very central 
land of all Yankee notions. 
The oldest allusion to it probably is in Dent. 
31: “Ife made him to suck oz/ out of the tlinty 
rock.” At least it is well known that in the 
thicker and more resinous form of solid) bitu- 
men it is found in quantities ou the shores of 
the Dead sea, and tor thousanls of years has 
been called “Jews’ pitch” on this account. 
Strange to say, Herodotus mentions a spring 
of this sort of oil in one of the Lonian isles 
recently relinquished by the Britisu Govern- 
ment, uo doubt as ignorant of its value as the 
Mexicans of the gold of California. But for 
more than two thousand years, in the island 
Zante, that oil spring has been flowing and 
known in history, its vadue alone unknown. 
At Agrigeutum, in Sicily, the petroleum was 
collected and used in lamps before the Cbris- 
tian era, as a substitute for oil. 

This has been the case also, for ages past, in 
Burmah, near Rangoon, and now higher up 
the river Irriwaddy very large springs are be- 
ing discovered, At Bakoo, on the Caspian, 
from the most remote ages, this oil bas been 
worshipped, but uever turned to any practical 
account of consequence, and certainly never 
developed as within the past five years by 
Americans, although it seems that about three 
million franes’ worth has been annually sold to 
Persia. 

In Parma and Modena oil wells have been 
dug for the last two hundred years. Bat as 
no method of purifying these oils bas been 
adopted, they have never risen to much value. 

Ju Penasylvania, while the French occu- 
pied Fort Duqnesne, opposite Pittsburg, the 
commander wrote to General Montcalm of 
attending a meeting of Indians on Oil creek, 
which, at night, was suddenly lighted up by 
setting fire to the oil floating on the surface 
of the lake, just after the manner of thie fire 
worshipers on the Caspian. 

In Ohio, in boring for salt springs, a vein of 

this oil was struck, and as early as 1828, in 
the American Journal of Science, it was pre- 
dicted that this sort of oil would be valued 
some day for lighting the streets of the cities 
of Ohio. @et it was not till 1858 Colonel 
Drake, of Hartford, bored for oil, taking the 
hiut, no doubt, from the above accidental re- 
sult of boring, because others were making oil 
by distillation from the coal. Four or five 
years before that, a Mr. Young, in England, 
had distilled some of this sort of oil, that had 
exuded in the coal pits, but the supply giving 
out, had taken out a patent for distilling the 
cannel coal. 
This had been done snecessfully in this 
country, but of course from the moment of the 
discovery of this method of getting the raw 
oil, the whole of that business was suspended. 
Perhaps nothing can more fully show the 
boundless stores of wealth laid upen every land 
for the use of man, to be developed by indus- 
try and education ; nothing can more fully 
show the advantages to every country of that 
diffusion of education, and those habits of 
thought so common in America, and so un- 
common everywhere else. Now the country 
surrounding this discovery is rapidly becoming 
one of the most populous and wealthy in the 
interior of the State ; railroads are being built 
to carry the oil, and our cities are being built 
up by the trade and refinement of it.—2’/ila- 
delphia Ledger.

‘Conceits” once had 
nothing conceited in them ; “oflicious” had 
reference to offices of kindness and not of busy 
meddling ; “moody” was that which pertained 
to a man’s mood, without any gloom or snl- 
lenness implied.
